quets Opera Mathematica, Molineux’s Dioptricks, D’ Car- 
tes Geometry, with Schootens Commentaries upon it ; a 
little Treatifé in ‘French written, by Monfi¢ur Za Zire, 
containing Conick Seétions, Geometrick Places, and 
the Conftruétion of Equations, Barror’s Lectures, Ar- 
chimedes, Apollonius, Théodofus done by Barrow, all the 
Works.of Dr. Wallis, Mr. Newton's Philofophia Natura- 
Mis Principt2 Mathematica, Kepler’s Epitomy of Aftrono- 
my, Mr. Flamfted’s Doétrine of the. Sphere, Gunter’s 
Works, Hugonit Opera, Schooten’s Milcellani¢s, Diophan-

Lhe Marpics corrupted whatloever they touched, age 
cording to. Apollontus, as before cited ; the fame has like- 
wife been taid of the Locutts, The Harpies came. to 
devour, the provifion of Phineas with fe great a Noife 
that they heard them a-far off, which Apolonixs thus 
exprefles: they came out of she clouds like a, tempelt, and 
Cajg themji{ves upon the meat with a great noise. The Lo- 
cuffs alfo made great Noife with their Wings, as they 
fied, and Teeth; as they eat.. It was impofhble. for 
Phinias aod his men to tive away the Harpies,. or hin- 
dex then from devouring their meat :

Deveniynt, 


It was the fanie with the Logufts, fince all the, wit.of 
man could not ehale them away, of hinder them. from
